TO CEASE, 


BERLIN, October 19. 
The Chancellor, Dr. Stresemann, has a task 
before him. One the one hand, he has Saxony 
threatening open revolt unless Bavaria is 
brought to heel; on the other, he has Bavaria, 
practically already independent, making simi- 
lar th unless Red Saxony is gup- 
pressed. 

M. Poincaré’s latest and brusque negatives 
to all the German suggestions for a solution 
of the Ruhr problem come as a heavy blow 
to the Go ment. There is no doubt M. 
Poincaré’s no has caused a feeli of 
despair — — W cay ranks, which have 
hitherto their faith on an agreement 
being reached with France. 

It is stated that Germany will be compelled 
to discontinne reparations deliveries to 
France and the other Allies. 

Herr Stresemann's organ, Die Zeit, declares 
that the world must now recognise that France 
is demanding the destruction of a great — 
of the German le. It complains t 
British Ministers 2 to have forgotten 
completely that they have international 
obligat ions. Neither British Government 
nor the League of Nations, says the paper, 
will intervene against this violation of the 
Versailles Treaty, or attempt to deal with a 
situation which threatens Europe with chaos. 
The way out of the vicious circle is in the 
hands of France alone. 

For us there is no possibility of being our 
own saviours. But woe to the tyrant, who 
will be followed by the curse of a crushed 
and starving people.” 

When it is remembered that the one milliard 
marks charged for a four-pound loaf amounts 
to a quarter of the daily wage of a million 
workers, it cannot cause surprise that the 
food riots are of frequent occurrence.—{Press 
Association Foreign Special.)

EXCITING RESCUE OF PILOT 
AND PASSENGERS.

MACHINE LOST. 


For the first time in the history of avia- 
tion an aeroplane, owing to engine trouble, 
landed on the Goodwin Sands yesterday. 
The machine (se the Dover Correspondent 
of the Press Association) was lost, together 
with its parcel post, only two small packets 
of mails being saved. e aeroplane was the 
Royal. Dutch Air ‘Service Company's 
machine, H. N. A. B. H., Amsterdam for Lon- 
don, wich a general cargo of mails and parcel 


poat. 

It carried the pilot, Ivan Smiloff, and three 
. Messrs. Jenene Carsch, and 

techling, who were rescued by the steamer 
Primo, of Newcastle, and landed at Dover. 

Mr. Stechling, in an interview, stated that 
the machine left Rotterdam at 11.40, and 
everything. went all right until after they 
passed the French coast soon after one 
o’vlock. During the Channel crossing he 
noticed water splashing on the window, and 
understood a pipe burst. Luckily the 
tide was low, and over the Goodwin Sands 
he spiralled down and made a fair landing, 
— * through puddles on to a piece of high 
sand. 

The weather was rough; it was raining 
hard, and they had had a head wind across 
the Channel. They sent up a distress 
rocket, but five or six steamers passed the 
Sands. He thought the East Goodwins also 
reported their landing. 

Things looked very ugly as the water was 
rising and waves were dashing on to the 
Sands.. They were stranded, therefore, one- 
and-a-half hours. The Dutch steamer Aga- 
memnon bore Wund, and the Prismo then 
hove to, and sent a lifeboat to their rescue. 
Even then they were not out of danger. 

The pilot and two of the passengers waded 
out up to their armpits, but when they got 
into the boat it was suddenly carried away, 
and Mr. Stickling had no alternative but to 
plunge into the sea and swim. 

He was taken aboard the boat, which con- 
veyed them to the Prismo. No sooner had 
they got aboard the steamer, than a wave 
smothered the small boat, which foundered. 
They were brought to Dover and landed in a 
motor boat. If their pilot had not been ob- 
served, they, with the aeroplane, would have 
been sucked into the Sands. The machine 
had to be abandoned.

A 
few moments later the gates closed, and it 
was thought that the prisoners had refused 
to obey the orders given. 

They are stated to have remained there in 
the prison grounds for some hours afterwards. 

In the afternoon military in lorries and 
Crossley tenders arrived at the outer gates, 
where the Rosary was being recited by a 
small party of men and women. The soldiers 
on dismounting proceeded to draw cordons 
across the road on either side of the crowd. 
The tenders were for-the moment unable to 
pass into the gaol, and the crowd was called 
on to disperse. Some rifle shots 
were discharged, and the people fell 
back in confusion. Two or three women 
fainted, and were taken away by their 
friends. The tenders then, passed into the 
prison. 

A large number of people continued to 
linger in the neighbourhood, but few were 
allowed to pass through the cordons drawn 
across the road. 

Yesterday afternoon the sentries on duty 
at the outer gates of the prison made 
s.x arrests. While the Rosary was being re- 
cited outside the gates five girls and a young 
man were taken inside by the soldiers. Miss 
Maire Comerford and the Misses O' Hanrahan 
were among the five taken into ‘custody. 
They were released at 8.30 p.m.

PRIEST WARNED BY DIVORCE 
COURT JUDGE. 


A remarkable case came before the Presi- 
dent in the Divorce Division yesterday, when 
Cecily Mary Josephine Percival, of London, 
petitioned for à decree of restitution of 
conjugal rights inst her husband, Horace 
A. B. Percival. ere was no defence. 

Counsel for the petitioner said that the 
parties were touring in a theatrical company, 
and when 3 Halifax the petitioner, who was 
a Roman Catholic, went to a priest, Father 
Grogan, with a view to getting married. The 
respondent was not a Roman Catholic, The 
priest told them that he could perform the 
ceremony at the church, but that they must 
go before a Registrar and go through a civil 
ceremony. The marriage was performed in 
church, the Registrar was not present, and 
the parties did not subsequently go to the 
Registrar. 

he petitioner said that her husband had 
uot lived with her since 1918, and she had 
to support her child. 

Father James Grogan, of Huddersfield, 
was informed by the judge that he might 
expose himself to 2 * after giving 
evidence. He replied that he was not aware 
of that.

DUBLIN FARMERS AND THE

The following letter has been sent by the 
County Dublin Farmers Association to the 
Markets Committee of the Dublin Corpora-

In reply, 1 
am to say that the resolution 
cattle trade meeting, and published in the 
Press to-day, expresses the views of the mem- 
bers of my Association, who are in full 
sympathy and association with the cattle 
trade in the efforts which they have made, 
and propose to make, to save a great industry 
from destruction.“ 


WATERFORD FARM STRIKE. 


Replying to an official statement of the 
County Waterford Farmers Association. 
which was published some days ago, Mr. D. 
Houston, organiser of the Transport Union 
in Waterford, says that the demands on the 
farmers were made, not b the Dublin 
Transport Executive, or by the local organiser, 
but by a representative conference of all 
branches of the Mid and East . Waterford 
Transport Union, in Dungarvan, in April last. 
He asks where and when have organisers in- 
cited men to illegal acts. To say that the 
strike is due to such incitements is erroneous. 
He maintains that the strike arose solely on 
the wage question. The bogey, now resur 
rected by the Farmers Union, that the 
Transport Union intend to take land from 
the farmers, and the alleged statement 
by Organiser Baird, who is now in prison, 
that farmers haye no right or title to the 
farms, are also calculated to prejudice the 
situation. He denies that Mr. Baird made 
such a statement His statement was that 
the farmers held the land by successive 
British Acts of Parliament, and this state- 
ment, he says, has been distérted to gulf the 
public and the rank and file of the Farmers’ 
Association. He challenges the Farmers 
Association to take a plebiscite, on the ques- 
tion whether the labourers are prepared to 
make individual and. unconditional settle- 
ments. ö . 

Finally, while reiterating that the Transport 
Union officials have consistently repudiated 
and condemned ‘outrages. on farmers, he asks 
has the Farmers’: Association done so v hen 
similar outrages were committed on labourers. 


CLERGYMAN’S- HAT BURNED. 

Incendiarism in County Waterford has taken 
a new turn, the Roman Catholic clergy being 
the latest victims. TW-o days ago three cocks 
of hay, which were about to be taken to 
the haggard in the Catholic curates’ residence 
at Portlaw were set on fire and destroyed, in 
a field half a mile away from the Presbytery, 
while the farmers who were about to cart the 
hay were at dinner in the curates’ house. 
Hayforks in the field were broken and 
damaged. The two curates are Fathers Scally 
and Power, and the hay was presented to 
them by a local farmer, Mr. Charles 
Stephenson. 

The official report adds that the curates 
found occasion recently to condemn outrages 
committed on farmers’ property in the 
locality. .

His 2 Bi now 
is that resistance has.not ceased, ause the 
German Government refuse to finance repara- 
tw . in kind. He demands of Germany, m 
sumewhat vague terms, the restoration of the 
ccnditions that prevailed before the Ruhr was 
occupied. This attitude requires much fuller 
explanation than bas been vouchsafed 
hitherto.

STOCKBROKERS’ STRIKE.

Fixing a 
Rendezvous. 


This done, Sir Arthur explained briefly the 
conclusions which he. had formed from the 
intercepted German message which our crypto- 
graphers had translated, and from other 
intelligence of which he was a master. All 
the German fast vessels were puttine to sea 
at dark, and a raid upon the British coast 
was clearly to be expected. My companions 
then addressed themselves to fixing the 
rendezrous for the various British forces.

UST about a year ago the of 
German Reich was in a healthy 4 
promising condition. Factories “work- 
at a feverish rate, production was 
splendidly organised, and any seemed to 
be in a fair way to capture the markets of 
the world. Throughout the length and 
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of hundred thousand workless men i 
found. The prices oí foodstuffs were not 
exorbitant ; _reckoned in foreign currencies, 
they were ridiculously cheap, and wages were 
correspondingly low, The aver citizen 
lived frugally and steadily. He worked hard, | 
consumed little, and could save e h 
t buy himself clothes and ia 
accessories, The mark stood at 6,000 to the E. 
At this time it seemed as if the Germans 
were making an honest effort to y the 
reparations. There was a us .of exporte 
over imports, which became available for the 
urpose of wat-compensation, As a 
the discipline and organisation of the pro- 
ducing nation this surplus was gro daily. 
Indeed, it was becoming dan ; for it 
was already putting many competing English 
and Americas firms out of business. Be that 
as it may, the economic condition of Germany 
a vear ago certainly was on the road to 
prosperity. If the people grumbled somewhat 
at the sternnéss of their life, at least th 
could see better times ahead, and worked wi 
a will to bring those times nearer. 


The Debacle. 


Since then the dédcle has been swift and 
devastating. Gradually, but inevitably, pro- 
duction has been strangled; and the export 
and import trade has dwindled away to a 
virtual zero. The inflation of the currency 
has gone from bad to worse, until a short 
time ago forty-eight private printing firme 
had to be requisitioned by the Reichsbank to 
help to turn out the enormous masses of new 
paper money, To-day a pound sterling is 
worth between fifty and fifty-four milliards of 
paper marks. Notes for 20,000 and down- 
wards are being sold in cart-loads to the 
paper factories for their value as pulp. Small 
change makes an attractive and absurdly- 
cheap Wall-paper, for anyone who is patient 
enough! to collect enough of it and paste it 
on the walls in mosaics of different colours 
and designs. 

Unemployment is rampant in all the great 
industrial areas — indeed, all over Germany; 
and hunger is spreading rapidly. Further- 
more, the last year hs destroyed the civic 
discipline of the people, made them feverish 
and redkless, and careless of what the morrow 
will bring. 

To have watched the onward course of thie 
debacle at first-hand and to have seen its 
causes in operation has been a grim, but 
educative experience. For under the pressure 
of inexorable circumstances and distress the 
most deeply set qualities of the 
German and his culture have emerged naked 
aud unadorned. Far too little is- known in 
these islands of the German culture and mind, 
and far too little is known of the conditions 
which prevail all over Central Europe to-day. 
But it is not within the scope of this article to 
enter fully into these matters. If some light 
is thrown on the condition of trade, the in- 
flation of the currency, the prices of com- 
modities, and the standard of life of the 
ordinary citizen, something ‘vill have been 
done to bring the reader nearer to the truth. 

If Germany were a self-sufficient country, 
the inflation of the currency. would matter 
little or nothing to the ordinary citizen. As 
matters stand, however, it means that the 
country cannot find sufficient exports to ex- 
change for its essential imports, In Germany 
the latter are chieily raw materials and food. 
An important industrialist in Hamburg, with 
whom I hed a chat a couple of weeks ago, 
told me it was impossible to buy raw materials 
to-day. Germany's greatest coal district—the 
Ruhr—has been supplying. nothing for a long 
time, so coal has had to be imported from 
England for the running of the factories and 
railways. This means, of course, that so 
much money has been unavailable for the 
purchase of raw materials. 

Furthermore, all the great factories of the 
Ruhrgcbiet have been lying idle ever since the 
French nmrched in. And not only have the 
workers jn -these factories been a burden on 
the inland taxpayer, but the miners, police. 
and civil officials have had to be supported 
as well. The cost of keeping the Ruhr idle 
has * three and a half gold marks (three 
shillings and eightpence) per head per diem. 
That is to say, the daily supply of wealth 
in the country has decreased tremendously, 
while the demand has remained constant. . 

All prices consequently have risen, and 
risen beyond all reasonable limits. Even be- 
fore the attempt made by the Government 
and Reichsbank to stabilise the currency 
by introducing the new paper gold mark and 
floating an interna! loan, prices had risen to 
that level where the gross turnover in re- 
ceipts by the manufacturers and retailers be- 
gan to decrease. 

When prices were then fixed in gold marks 
e, one-quarter of a dollar units), and became 
independent of fluctuations of the valuta, trade 


‘ame automatically to an absolute stand-still. | 
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to see, therefore, that if the 
in Germany wishes to get fuil 
value for his earnings he must spend them 
immediately. This circumstance has had a 
more demoralising influence on the people of 
Germany than any other single force since 
It has meant the death of thrift, 
for money held ie money lort.. The only three 
investments open to the thrifty German have 
been: 
(a) Foreign moneys. 
(b) Aktien-papierc, or shares. 
(e) Goods. 

The ordinary eitisen“ is forbidden by law 
to buy foreign Devisen (money, cheques, etc.) 
of any sort. Only the large industrialists and 
importer may do so, even then in limited 
amounts and utider strict Governmental super- 
Vision, The private traffic in Derisen is 
furtive and small. Waiters and others who 
run into contact with foreigners occasionally 
manage to change their marks for dollars or 
gulden when they are lucky. Others seldom 
get the chance. 

Stocks and shares are a verw uncertain in- 
vestment in these unsettled times. As a 
medium for speculation they are without 
rival, but one. who sinks his money in any 
company, or Joan, now-a-days in Gérmany, 
and leaves it there, is fairly certain to lose. 
He will always have some fraction of his 
investment left if he sells: perhaps with luck 
he will draw a sum of the same purchasing 
power in the end. But such luck does not fall 
to the ‘lot of ordinary mortals, and it is as 
scarce as snow in the Sahara. 


Superficial Luxary. 


Actual goods remain—furniture, jewellery, 
food, clothes, etc. Ae three days’ wages, 
however, rarely are large enough to leave a 
surplus for the purchase of anything of value 
after the worker's f and lodgings have 
been paid for, he spends what little surplus 
he has on beer, tobacco, wine, dancing and 
al] the cheap amusements that lie within 
reach of his purse. This ie the reason why 
so much luxury is seen by the superficia! 
observer who visite Germany to-day. He iinds 
many cabarets and similar resorts, where 
wild orgies are indulged in, much wine is 
drunk, and sumptuous repasts are eaten, He 
finds the theatres and concert halls thronged 
Everybody seems to have money to burn. 

All this he sees. But the inference is 
not that Germany is well-off. It is simply 
that those people who have earned any money 
whatever are determined to spend it before it 
loses its value. They are going to live the 
moment, whatever the morrow may be. And 
the tourist sees nothing of the submerged 
people, the people who must stay indoors, the 
people who have no money to “blow.” Very 
often these have not sufficient for the barest 
necessaries of life. 

When I say that eighty per cent. of the 
people in industrial Germany never taste meat 
from one end of the vear to the other. I am 
not exaggerating. It is the simple truth. The 
greatest part of the people live on coffee made 
out of roasted acorns and rye (as nasty a con- 
coction as could anywhere be found), hrown 
flavourless bread, margarine, and potatoes. I 
am speaking now of the industrial areas, and 
especially of Saxony, Berlin, and Hamburg. 
In Bavaria, which is almost entirely agricul- 
tural, there is no marked scarcity of food, and 
condi®ons, on the whole, are much better than 
in the rest. of Germany. 

The ordinary man’s bill of fare has been 
described. Even of that there is not too much. 
At present large numbers of the middle-classes 
and poor are literally dying of starvation. A 
personal experience will illustrate how far 
things have gone. Some ten days ago I was 
walking along the Potsdamerstrasse, in Berlin, 
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fire ash, and no road grit. 

be prepared af least a month before plant- 
ing, to allow the ground to settle, and a 
dusting of slaked lime may be raked in be- 
fore planting begins. 

When choosing varieties go carefully at 
first. Roses at shows make the mouth water, 
roses in sprays in the nurseryman's window 
arouse our envy, but exhibition roses are often 
disappoifting, and the newest varieties are not 
always the most ‘satisfactéry for bedding. or 
for cutting. To begin with it is better to 
plant a few of the older varieties, aud if, these 
are. suecessiul it is time enough to launch 
forth into a trial of the newer and more ex- 
pensive kinds. A start might be made with 
General McArthur, K. ef K.. Hugh Dickson, 
‘and Red Letter Dax, all red and exeellent ; 
Abel Chatenay, Ophelia, Caroline, Testout, 
pink and also excellent, especially Abel 
Chatenay, which deserves a bed. to itself; 
Mme. Edouard Herriot (the Darly Mail 
rose), which is a beautiful apricot; Golden 
Emblem, Mrs. Wemyss Quin, an“ e 
canary yellow, with beautiful dark foliage; 
Frau Kar] Druschki, white and upstanding. 

The preparations for planting should be 
begun at once, and when these are well in 
hand the rose bushes should be ordered. If 
they arrive in bad weather it is better to 
leave them untouched in a cool shed for a 
day or two until the ground is in better con- 
dition. If the delay is likely to be a long 
one, the bundle must be unpacked and the 
roses heeled into the ground in a sheltered 
part of the garden. 

Only if the bundle has been long on the 
road and the wood is dry and shrivelled on 
arrival should the roses be unpacked and 
buried wholesale, two or three inches deep, for

It has come 
to be a city of beggars, demi-mondaines, 
thieves, and touts. And behind closed doors 
many people are trying to make up their 
minds to end it all and drink the bitter 
oblivion of sleep. 80 many have done so 
already during the past few years that suicides 
have become a commonplace in Germany. 
Early in February of this year seventy-six 

ple committed suicide in a single night in 

resden ; and that is by no means a record 
for the whole country. All were people of 
middle or advanced age and belonged to the 
rentier Class ....~~ 

In many cases whole families have gone to 
their death by mutual compact. e ex- 
colonel of the Prussian Army; who was dis- 
abled in the war and was unable to support 
his wife and children, tried to bow his brains 
out. But a clever surgeon performed what 
was almost a miracle and mended his skull. 
Unhappily, the man was blinded for life. I 
saw him getting better.

Whether you are seeking entrancing tales 
of adventure, or deep studies of character, or 
perfect literary expression where the nuance 
of words is unerringly chosen, you will find 
all you seek in Stevenson. He is not a 
woman’s author, although he has given us 
one very charming girl study in “ Catriona.” 
But what deep knowledge of life, and what 
skill in the pourtrayal lie behind that large 
gallery of portraits he has given us! 

The South Sea tales are bathed in a 
dazzling light. Sometimes it is lurid enough 
-—who forgets the ar of the vitriol throw- 
ing in the Ebb Tide, where the Cockney, 
Huish, steals up the frizzling beach to throw 
his vial? Pirates and honest seamen, beach- 
dombers and cabin boys—how clearly we pic- 
ture each in our mind’s eye, 

Yet Stevenson is surely at his best in bis 
Scots tales. Here we find the more subtle 
analysis of character and the more perfect 
e of the emotions and passions, 
n ‘all fiction there is hardly e more charming 
friendship than that of David and Alan 
Breck, and the scene of the quarrel and 
reconciliation’ in ‘‘ Kidnapped” is unsur- 
passed. 

In painful contrast is the story of the 
hatred of the two brothers of the house cf 
Durrisdeer which Stevenson has given us in 
his Master of Ballintrae. The reader is 
carried enthralled from the Scottish house- 
hold where the faithful Mackeller rules, away 
to the American backwoods, where the Indian 
Secundra Dass tries his last dread expedient 
to save the Master. 

In one book only has Stevenson excelled 
this tale of fraternal hate. ‘‘ Weir of Her- 
miston, his unfinished novel, which Death’s 
hand abruptly closed, is admittedly his finest 
effort. The few lines of the preface prepare 
us for the scene and foreshadow the catas- 
trophe towards which we were being 
hastened. One is glad that no other hand 
has attempted its completion—the experiment 
tried in his other unfinished work, St. 
Ives, is painful to lovers of Stevenson. 

Stevenson. is not very kind to Irishmen. 
There is the sailor who goes Berserk mad in 
“The Wrecker and slays right and left. 
The red-headed O’Brien in Treasure Island 
is ‘insignificant, and in the creepy Body 
Snatcher,’’ the end of which leaves the reader 
guessing. Stevenson talks of the ‘‘ grumbling 
Irish voices of the Resurrection men. One 
wonders where he had heard the Irish 
brogue—certainly not the soft tones of the 
South and West! 

A work of his stands apart. What a furore 
its publication created! The short story of 
Doctor Jekyll and Mr. Hyde— terrifyin 
story of Nemesis overteking the oft-re; the 
indulgence of a passion—is a more telling 
sermon than any ever heard from a pulpit. 

His reminiscences of travel, the literary 
portraits, and his essays are a treasure-house of 
wise, witty and tender sayings.” The joy 
of living breathes from them all, and a. cértain 
materialism seems to pervade them. Good 
health, bright weather, increase of joy he 
prays for in those exquisite prayers of his 
written at Vailima. And yet when you look

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A CASTLE ON THE SEVRE. 


(BY MATUSCHKA.) 
N hour or so from Nantes, Clisson 
A sleeps in the sun. There is hardly any- 


body there. Its little streets that go 
up and down are very still. The Sevre flows 
past on its way to join the Loire at Nantes, 
but nearer Nantes it is troubled by the com- 
ing and going of steam boats, currents are set 
up by them in its waters, and everywhere 
one sees the water liljes obliged to stoop their 
heads and be submérged. But at Clisson 
they float undisturbed. The mill wheel 
turns in its own corner, and standing on the 
bridge the strange smell of deep, easy waters 
rise towards one. 

Over the walls wisteria tumbles and a 
creeper that bears a vivid scarlet flower— 
ong in all the flower gardens there are splen- 
did and extravagant geraniums, roses, and 
heliotrope. 

The walls of a castle overlook the Sevre— 
a castle now in ruins, but one which has 
held its own against the wear and tear of 
years. It might yet look down in its ancient 
pride but for the acts of pillage which fol- 
lowed. everywhere in the Vendée, perhaps 
everywhere in France, in the train of the 
Republican army. 

La Vendée was Royalist. Long after the 
Republic had established itself the people of 
‘he Vendée clung to their old traditions of 
king and religion. So when the Republicans 
came in their might, the Vendeans defénded 
themselves, and, being conquered, they paid 
the price. 

A great picture in a Nantes museum gives 
testimony to one of the forms of punishment 
to which they were subjected. It represents 
women of the nobility — led towards a 
boat. They were then tied in 2 and 
drowned in the Loire. Their clothes were 
taken from them and given to the wives of 
Republicans to wear. 

When the Republicans came to the Castle uf 
Clisson they attacked it, pillaged it, and set 
fire to it. - 

But the castle was exceedingly strong—the 
walls that still remain are thick and solid— 
it was built in the thirteenth century. When 
they had done their worst, vaults and hiding 
places still remained. and here some women, 
children, and old men hid—not venturing to 
come ‘out. But the Republicans, who had 
encamped themselves in a great barn, which 
now serves as the market place of Clissun. re- 
turned, and, finding them, threw them down 

—thirty or more in number from the battle- 
ments into a well. A yew tree grows in the 
courtyard near—the legend says it has been 
nourished by their blood—and if one cuts into 
the tree the red fibre and sap within the bark 
bear a painful resemblance to human wounded 


flesh. 


The old Courts of Justice may still be seen 
in the castle—one for men, one for women. 
The prisons, too, are there, with some of the 
fixtures for hanging—one for men, one for 
women. 

One can look down at Clisson and the 
Sevre, and beyond one sees the new Church 
Toute Joic, built up where the old church 
stood. “Oliver 1., who built Clisson, built also 
the church. He built it on a day when no- 
thing but joy was his—he had returned vic- 
torious from the seas, having beaten off 
English invaders, and he found on his home- 
coming that a son had been born to him. So 
the church was called Toute Joie—All Joy.

THE PRINCE DE LIGNE. 
‘Mr. Gilbert's outline of the life of the 


Prince de Ligne furnishes a clear survey 
of the doings of the ancien régime. These 
were pretty plainly known before, but 
there are not a few people who find the 
account of France before 1789 interestihg 
only on the condition that with it goes 
the life of some individual, whether 
rominent or otherwise. The Prince was

France as it was before 1789, and we can 
well believe him. The Prince, we nvte,

‘the fashion to treat me well,” so he tells 
us. 

The Prince talks to Voltaire about the 
English, to Catherine II. about music, to 
the Marquise de Coigny about a wonderful 
voyage of which he has heard. He is 


never anywhere; for he is always every- 
where. When they look for him. in 
Vienna, he is sure to be in Paris. When 
they look for him in Paris he is in 
Brussels, Berlin or Moscow; and always, 

M. Gilbert says, “just going,” at his 
ease in all circumstances, having the 
finest qualities in his heart. In the full 
sense of the.word he deserves Madame de 
Stasl's epithet, “amiable man.” His 
mind is plainly not what gives him most 
trouble; for he does not seem to know 
that he has one. It succeeds. better with- 
out preparation than with it. When it 
tries to be profound it becomes clumsy. 

It judges acutely, it is true, but has not 
the inspiration to be amusing save for a 
short None can surpass it, in the 
grace with which, with a single movement 
of the fan, it shoots out quips and smart 
sayings.

Figure 
after figure flits across these pages, but no 
figures, with the possible exception of 
Napoleon, stand out more prominently 
than the Prussian King and the Russian 
Empress. In 1807 the Prince saw 
Napoleon for the first time, and here is a 
fragment of his sketch: “ Well, I saw 
this dethroner of kings, stepping out of 
his carriagé, with the dust of the battle, 
the camp and the journey on him. He 
goes up the steps of the palace at Dresden 
with a fair military grace, snd with the 
air of nobility which war gives so much 
better than parchments. Often it is in- 
solence and contempt of men that give it 
to monarchs who are accustomed to it. 
His well poised, swarthy head, his firm 
and calm look, as if thinking of the last 
battle he won, pleased me immensely. 

' Mile. Kind, the prettiest person 
in Dresden, who stood near me in the 
privileged group, said to me, ‘ How. gentle 
he looks!’ He's a sheep,’ I Sat.
